Spoiling For A Fight 
This is the time to remember again 
t h a t 
Dwight Eisenhower has shown a geniu s for 
pou ring oil on trou bled waters. 
It's ev ident that he will need a great deal 
of oil. With Harry Tru man destined to be a 
backseat driv er and the Democratic national 
committee preparing to jab the incoming ad­ 
ministration in the ey e, there will be no short­ 
age of trou bled waters.- 
The ru cku s ov er Gen. MacArthu r's enigmatic 
statement abou t some new plan for settling the 
Korean war rev eals how easy it is to stir u p 
a tempest. It was perfectly natu ral for the 
president-elect to say he wou ld » learn f r om 
McArthu r what the latter had in mind; that is 
the sign of his geniu s. 
Bu t it was eq u ally natu ral for Harry Tru man 
to snap and snarl against MacArthar, Eisen­ 
hower and, presu mably the fru stration of his 
own political position. Snapping and snarling in 
politics has been a way of life in Washington. 
The bad-temper era was introdu ced by Har­ 
old Ickes, possessor of one of the meanest 
tongu es in pu blic life. It was giv en momentu m 
by Franklin D. Roosev elt's intemperate attacks. 
Those attacks led in tu rn to abu se of Mr. 
Roosev elt by the v ictims of his rancor. From 


« 19 3 3 onward, gov ernment officials were spoiling 
for a fight and alway s fou nd one. 
That is one more item of the mess in Wash­ 
ington which can be washed into the Potomac 
when the cleanu p begins. 


Blackmail By The Kremlin 
Do not imagine that ou tbu rsts of mu rder and 
terror in French Morocco, Sou th Africa, Indo­ 
china and elsewhere are withou t significance 
to the United States. 
These are likely spots for the ou tbreak of 
the nex t military incident in World War III, 
—the war which began with inv asion of the re­ 
pu blic of Sou th Korea two and a half y ears ago. 
American fighting men may become inv olv ed 
in military action in these places. Blackmail by 
the Kremlin is worldwide and continu ou s. Any 
responsible person on the scene can find in­ 
stantly the tell-tale traces of the hammer and 
sickle. 
It is a techniq u e which thriv es on ignorance. 
Bu t ev en in relativ ely literate cou ntries it has 
been possible for Commu nist conspirators to 
mislead malcontents. 
In the United States, the conspirators not 
only hav e ex ploited the hates and preju dices of 
ignorant minorities bu t hav e twisted the abil­ 
ities of intellectu als into the Kremlin’s serv ice. 
There is no point of friction too small or too 
tender for the blackmailers to tu rn to their 
pu rposes. They pou nce on ev ery weakness, ev ­ 
ery u nsolv ed problem, ev ery sensitiv e spot in a 
world cu rsed with mu ltitu des of weaknesses, 
u nsolv ed problems and sensitiv e spots. 
Watch the sou rces of the news abou t blood­ 
shed and rioting. They are the nex t places 
where Americans may be bearing arms in the 
worldwide campaign to rid civ ilization of Com­ 
mu nist blackmail.

Truman Can't Alter Facts With Bitter Charges 


Disloyalty Was Not Accidental 
In the federal grand ju ry report on su b­ 
v ersiv es in the United Nations, a process of 
pu blic influ ence is described. 
Commu nist sy mpathizers were planted sy s­ 
tematically in the federal gov ernment by key 
figu res, known to and tolerated by the Roose­ 
v elt and Tru man administrations. 
Once they were on the pay roll, these su b­ 
v ersiv es stay ed there, passing from one bu reau 
to another. Many of them wou nd u p in the 
United Nations, which became a kind of sanc­ 
tu ary for bu reau crats whose disloy alty to the 
United States had become palpable. 
Their disloy alty was not accidental. These 
were not ordinary people. These were people 
chosen for a parasitic ex istence on the federal 
pay roll bcau se it was their fu nction to poison 
federal personnel against the ex isting form of 
gov ernment in the United States. 
It will take a long time to get rid of all of 
them. Bu t it will take no time at all to choke 
off the flow of new su bv ersiv es into federal 
employ ment. 
That will happen to instant the federal gov ern­ 
ment passes from the hands of people sy mpa­ 
thetic with su bv ersion to the hands of an ad­ 
ministration with no red taint on its thinking. 
The Henry Wallaces, Alger Hisses, Lee Press­ 
mans, Nathan Witts, Harry Dex ter Whites and 
Owen Lattimores were not accidental. They 
were planned that way by the people who pu t 
them on the federal pay roll and kept them 
there.

Don’t be su rprised if the world keeps y ou in 
hot water—when y ou hav e cold feet. 


The mellow mood of President 
Tru man after the election— The 
promise to be tolerant and let the 
new administration get started be­ 
fore engaging in any criticism— 
seems to hav e ended ev en before 
inau gu ration day . 
Mr. Tru man made a bittfer at­ 
tack not only on the president-elect 
—calling his Korean trip a piece 
of campaign demagogu ery — bu t 
he accu sed Gen. Mac Arthu r of fail­ 
ing in military etiq u ette when he 
didn’t go immediately to the White 
Hou se on his arriv al in Washington 
from Toky o in April 1951. 
Ju st who was gu ilty of v iolating 
“etiq u ette” is not difficu lt to estab­ 
lish. Gen. Mac Arthu r, after hav ing 
remained on activ e du ty longer 
than any other high officer—he 
fou ght continu ou sly throu gh World 
War II and serv ed as America’s 
top representativ e in occu pied Ja­ 
pan, doing what ev ery one concedes 
was a commendable job — su dden­ 
ly learned by radio that he had 
been dismissed from all his posts. 
Not an opportu nity was giv en 
Gen. MacArthu r to say farewell to 
his troops. No chance was afford­ 
ed the Far Eastern commander to 
come home for a personal confer­ 
ence with the President of the Unit­ 
ed States before a remov al order 
was issu ed. 
All the ru les of cou rtesy in mil­ 
itary life and all that might be 
termed good manners between a 
President of the United States and 
a man who had been a gallant 
soldier in two world wars were 
bru shed aside. 
The ignomity of that occu rrence 
cannot be erased by a new charge 
of broken etiq u ette becau se the de­ 
posed genral, who was inv ited to 
address Congress, didn’t come hat 
in hand to cringe before the Pfes- 
ident while he was in Washington. 
If Mr. Tru man had desired to see 
the general, there wou ld hav e been 
no q u estion abou t obedience to su ch 
a req u est. 
Bu t the record made by the joint 
hearings of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations and the Sen­ 
ate Armed Serv ices Committee is 
clear. 
It shows that Mr. Tru man nev er 
ev en adv ised the members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff that he in­ 
tended su mmarily to dismiss Gen. 
MacArthu r. 
The late Admiral Sherman, chief 
of nav al operations, told this cor­ 
respondent that the first he knew 
of the decision was when he read 
it in the newspapers on the morn­ 
ing it was annou nced, thou gh he 
had been in on some of the dis­ 
cu ssions before the decision was 
reached. 
When a President of the United 
States arbitrarily deposes a mili­ 
tary commander withou t obtaining 
a definite recommendation from 
his own joint chiefs of staff and 
when he does so primarily becau se 
of a political motiv ation, no case 
can be made for lack of cou rtesy 
on the part of the v ictim of his 
“pu rge.” 


For the record shows that no­ 
body in the Joint Chiefs and no­ 
body in the White Hou se did a 
single thing abou t su ggesting dis­ 
cipline of MacArthu r for his v iews 
on military matters or on how to 
handle the Far Eastern problem 
u ntil the general happened to write 
a letter to Joseph W. Martin, Hou se 
Repu blican leader—a letter not in­ 
tended for pu blication—in which a 
q u estion asked by the minority 
leader was answered. Within fiv e 
day s the gener^J was remov ed. 
The legal right of members of 
Congress to ask q u estions of com­ 
manders or enlisted men on activ e 
du ty is u nchallenged. Congress is a 
coordinate branch of the gov ern­ 
ment with the ex ecu tiv e. When a 
member of Congress, occu py ing a 
post of leadership, asks for infor­ 
mation that doesn’t inv olv e the na­ 
tional secu rity , as was the case in 
this instance, he has a right to be 
giv en the data he req u ests. 
Mr. Tru man fired Gen. MacAr­ 
thu r and then sou ght to bu ild u p a 
case against the general. Adminis­ 
tration witnesses came to bolster 
u p the Tru man side of the con­ 
trov ersy , and it is a matter of rec­ 
ord that the Pentagon gav e garbled 
and ov ercondensed messages to the 
committee which did not tell all 
the facts abou t the Korean situ a­ 
tion. 
For one thing, the fact that the 
administration tried to jockey Gen. 
MacArthu r into a position of with­ 
drawing ou r troops from Korea in 
December 19 50, so that the onu s 
wou ld be placed on him, has nev er 
been emphasized, thou gh the file 
of messages, finally introdu ced in 
the record after prodding by Sen. 
Knowland, shows it plainly . 
Mr. Tru man say s he trav eled to 
Wake Island only to get “misin­ 
formation,” and he accu ses Gen. 
MacArthu r of failing to be aware 
of the intention of the Commu nist 
Chinese to enter the war. 
It so happens that the general 
nev er has been in the confidence of 
Commu nists 
any where, 
althou gh 
there are Alger Hisses and others 
who hav e been close to the State 
Department who knew more abou t 
Commu nist intentions than G e n 
MacArthu r. 
Therq were plenty of agencies of 
the gov ernment whose du ty it was 
to learn enemy intentions, and it 
seems a bit farfetched for Mr. Tru ­ 
man to blame Gen. MacArthu r for 
not knowing a decision arriv ed at 
in Moscow to let China enter the 
Korean War. 
History will not be rewritten by 
Mr. Tru man’s bitter charges. He is 
spending his last day s in the White 
Hou se In a way that he will u lti­ 
mately regret. If ev er there was a 
time for him to be tolerant, as he 
v iews the enormou s v ote against 
him cast in the last election, it is 
in the try ing weeks between now 
and the time the new president 
takes ov er and tries to clean u p the 
messed-u p situ ation left him by the 
preceding administration.

Since all of u s are going to pay 
for it, each of u s is entitled to 
wonder what the su personic air­ 
plane is going to do for u s. 
As an abstract accomplishment 
in aeronau tics, planes that can fly 
faster than 700 miles an hou r and 
break the sonic barrier, represent 
a triu mph ov er air resistance. 
Nu clear fission represented a tri­ 
u mph ov er the affinity of atoms 
for one another. Bu t neither nu ­ 
clear fission nor su personic flight 
can be regarded as an abstract ac­ 
complishment. 
Both are concerned with the wel­ 
fare of people. And it is deeply 
dou btfu l if people stand to gain 
any thing u ntil they hav e ov ercome 
barriers and affinities rou gher to 
lick than any thing ev er tackled by 
phy sicists and engineers. 
There is no su bstantial difference 
between this sort of thing and what 
was done to the North American 
Indians when they were giv en fire­ 
water and gu ns before they knew 
what these things cou ld do. 
It is not essentially different 
from what happened when white 
men forced the Japanese at the 
point of a gu n to accept indu strial­ 
ism and international power poli­ 
tics. The world wou ld hav e been 
better off had the Japanese been 
permitted to grow ou t of feu d­ 
alism and isolation by slow de­ 
grees. 
In the twenties, indu strialism 
was peddled to the Ru ssians when 
they were ju st emerging from the 
pastoral age. As it has tu rned ou t, 
that was as dirty a trick as it was 
to peddle measles and the common 
cold to the Eskimos, before they 
had bu ilt u p immu nity . 
Are Sou th Sea islanders better 
off becau se they hav e learned to 
chewr gu m and take sides in wars 
they do not u nderstand? 
Is there any thing to be prou d of 
in the fact that jet airplanes now 
swish throu gh the sky ov er a pen­ 
insu la in Asia whose people are 
still 
plowing 
the 
grou nd 
with 
sticks? 
Is any thing being accomplished 
by mix ing u p the stages of civ il­ 
ization’s progress will - nilly and 
dropping napalm bombs on mu d 
hu ts occu pied by people who know 
nothing, ex cept they are being de­ 
stroy ed with weapons they mu st 
possess so they can hold their own 
in fu tu re conflicts. 
Each new feat of science is su p­ 
posedly fu rther proof of man’s in­ 
telligence. May be so. Bu t it may 
be dou bted that man is intelligent 
when he mu rders himself with his 
owe gadgets. Science, far tram be* 


ing the end of knowledge, is a 
challenge to prov e that knowledge 
ex ists. 
Ev ery thing is faster and strong­ 
er bu t people. The hu man race, 
if it’s improv able, will hav e to 
hu stle to catch u p to where it 
shou ld be.

adv iser to the State Department, 
has been called before the federal 
grand ju ry in New York and the 
McCarran committee is becau se it 
was assu med that he, as the law 
officer of the State Department, 
cou ld tell how this is done. 
Also called were John D. Hicker- 
son, assistant secretary of state for 
U.N. affairs and Carlisle H. Hu mel- 
sine, depu ty u nder secretary for 
administration. 
The United Nations employ s a 
large staff of all ty pes of admini­ 
strators, h e a d s of departments, 
down to janitors and caretakers. 
Some of these persons come in by 
ex amination on a kind of civ il 
serv ice. 
Others are hired becau se of their 
repu tations and known skills. They 
represent many nations and speak 
of themselv es as international of­ 
ficials. 


THERE SEEMS to be a q u ota 
sy stem, so many allotted to e a c h 
cou ntry to prev ent any one cou ntry 
from hav ing a monopoly . A ll 
cou ntries, ex cept the United States, 
can control their own personnel in 
the United Nations by simple pass­ 
port arrangements. In a word, if 
they do not want a man or woman 
to be employ ed by the United Na­ 
tions, no passport is granted. 
On the other hand, becau se the 
United Nations is situ ated in New 
York, no American needs a pass­ 
port to go to the United Nations. 
Therefore, this dev ice is av ailable 
to ev ery member state of the 
United Nations ex cept the United 
States. 
All Ru ssians, Poles, Ukrainians,

and others of the satellite grou ps 
who are employ ed in the United 
Nations are directly appointed by 
their own delegations. 
A few old-time anti-Commu nist 
Czechs remain and that is of t e n 
u sed as an ex hibit of freedom from 
control. 
The State Department, how­ 
ev er, maintains that it does not 
appoint Americans; in fact, it in­ 
sists that it keeps its hand off su ch 
matters. 
HOW DOES it happen that so 
many in the bigger jobs hav e for­ 
merly been ¿employ ed in one de­ 
partment or other of the gov ern­ 
ment of the United States, a n d 
some of them, by the State De­ 
partment? 
How does it happen that many 
who were fired from ou r gov ern­ 
ment as secu rity risks, fou nd their 
way into the United Nations? Who 
opened the door for them? 
Fu rther, i t ' has been stated to 
those seeking to discov er t h e 
facts that if the United Nations 
req u ires secu rity information from 
any gov ernment, it is possible to 
get the facts officially in a v ery 
short time, perhaps within a fort­ 
night. 
The retu rn of req u ested d a t a 
from the State Department is al­ 
way s delay ed. Why the delay ? Who 
is responsible for the delay ? 


EVEN NOW. after Try gv e Lie 
has dismissed 18 Americans w ho 
hav e demonstrated that they are 
secu rity risks, the State Depart­ 
ment remains non-cooperativ e with 
the McCarran committee which 
has not been witch-hu nting in any 
respect, bu t has cau ght the su b­ 
v ersiv e dev ils red-handed, some of 
them fearing to testify as to 


whether they hav e engaged in es­ 
pionage lest they incriminate them­ 
selv es. 
The McCarran committee will 
continu e its inv estigation a f t e r 
Gen. Eisenhower has become presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
Sen. William Langer, who will 
head the Ju diciary Committee, has 
already annou nced that this will 
be the policy of his committee. 
Sen. Homer Fergu son will be in 
charge of the su b-committee inv es­ 
tigating su bv ersion. 


SEN. 
FERGUSON, 
hav ing 
a 
logical mind, is bou nd to ask the 
gu estions herein ou tlined. Other­ 
wise, the inv estigation makes no 
sense. Tru e, there is some ex cite­ 
ment in discov ering Americans in 
the United Nations who will not 
speak 
abou t 
espionage 
withou t 
fearing that they will incriminate 
themselv es. Bu t that is not enou gh. 
From the standpoint of a legisla­ 
tiv e committee, what is important 
is 
not 
to 
“get 
any body , 
bu t 
rather to find the process by which 
the secu rity of the cou ntry is im­ 
perilled and to pass legislation 
plu gging u p the holes. 
The attitu de of the State Depart­ 
ment has thu s far been to ru n in­ 
terference for the 
su bv ersiv es. 
This q u estion may roll ov er into 
Sen. Wiley ’s Comjnittee on Foreign 
Relations, which su perv ises t h e 
State .Depar tment, and SMnec- 
State Department, and Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy ’s Committee on Ex ecu tiv e 
Ex penditu res. 
With these committees cooperat­ 
ing to get at the process, the State 
Department w i l l u ltimately be 
forced to disclose the tru th, no 
matter who is inv olv ed and how 
long It takes.

Great nu mbers of letters hav e 
been receiv ed by this colu mn from 
u nhappy women who desire some 
information on any methods which 
cou ld be u sed to increase the size 
of the bu st. A ty pical one follows: 
Q—My bu st is no larger today at 
the age of 31 and with fiv e children 
than it was when I was 13 or 14 
y ears cld. Can any thing be done 
to dev elop the breast to more 
womanly proportions?—Mrs. B. 
A—The plu mpness and conse­ 
q u ently , the size of the breast 
lies in the fat contained therein. 
Ju st why some shou ld contain more 
fat than others is not clear, thou gh 
heredity may play a part. 
There is apparently no scientific 
ev idence that any cream or ex ter­ 
nal application, nor that any de­ 
v ice for irritating or massaging 
the breast will cau se any in­ 
creased amou nt of fat to be de­ 
posited. At least one “bu st dev e­ 
loper” was the su bject of post 
office frau d order issu ed sev eral 
y ears ago. 
Q—My mother, who is 82 and 
apparently in good health, su ffers 
from bu rning feet. Can y ou su ggest 
any possible cau se? 
A—In the absence of any signs 
of local imflammation or disease, 
one wou ld su spectr—in a case of 
this* sort—sensitiv ity of the skin, 
either to ny lon stockings or some 
chemical su bstance present in her 
shoes. This is not a diagnosis, bu t 
a su ggestion. 
Q—Since 
early 
adolescence I 
hav e been trou bled with oily skin. 
I am now 21 bu t my skin is still 
the same and I wonder what can 
be done for this?—G. T. 
A—It is possible that astringent 
lotions or some similar local treat» 


At any rate, a skin specialist cou ld 
inform y ou what cou ld be done in 
this way . It is also possible that 
cold baths, ex posu re to su nlight, or 
ex ercise wou ld be helpfu l. 
Q—I recently discov ered that I 
had a hernia of the diaphragm, bu t 
hav e been adv ised against opera­ 
tion becau se of my age, which is 
6 4. What do y ou think?—Mrs. H.B. 
A—If the sy mptoms are not too 
sev ere or too freq u ent y ou r doc­ 
tor’s adv ice shou ld certainly be 
followed, althou gh a large nu m­ 
ber of people hav e been su ccess­ 
fu lly operated for diaphragmatic 
hernia who are ev en older. 
Q—What cou ld cau se my 17 -y ear- 
old son to hav e diarrhea sev eral 
times a week?—Mrs. W. O. 
A—It cou ld be some form of dy ­ 
sentery su ch as amoebic dy sen­ 
tery . It cou ld be some dietary in­ 
discretion; it cou ld be that he has 
spastic colon and no dou bt there 
are other possibilities. A sy mptom 
of this sort, howev er, shou ld not 
be ignored and an effort shou ld be 
made, if it is long-continu ed, to 
find ou t what the cau se really is.

Of Educational TV 
COLUMBUS, O. (Æ)—Ohio soon 
may have a network of educational 
television stations which can po­ 
tentially reach into any home in 
the state with a TV set.

Nori was the 10th countersmash 
b y the ROKs.

latest small-scale offensive. 
The Nori fighting, reminiscent 
of the hot b attles on Sniper Ridge 
and Triangle Hill in Central Korea 
a month ago, has cost the Reds 
an estimated 1,100 dead, wounded 
and captured. 
The estimate did not include Red 
losses today , or the toll taken b y 
artillery and planes pounding the 
Communist staging areas immedi­ 
ately b ehind the two Noris. 
The weary ROKs reached the 
crest of Little Nori ab out 10 a. m. 
today . 
They went up b ehind a savage 
Allied air and artillery pounding of 
the peaJt. Their first act was to 
kick off the remnants of Reds who 
had rolled them b ack down the 
hill nine times previously . 
A U. S. military advisers to the 
ROKs called them ’the tougnest 
little soldiers in the world.”

renewed 
their 
assaults 
within a few hours after the wiry 
S o ut h Koreans reached Little 
Nori’s crest. Under heavy fire, 
ROK engineers attempted to set 
up portab le log b unkers and string 
b arb ed wire to make the peak de­ 
fensib le. 
The ROKs had the support of 
Allied artillery and U. S. Patten 
tanks on the slope of Little Nori, 
he closest the tanks had come to 
the front in the b attle. 
Livid flames and b illows of b lack 
smoke rose from Red positions un­ 
der attack on a clockwork sched­ 
ule b y Allied warplanes. 
A ROK adviser said the Chinese 
have fired some 25,000 rounds of 
artillery in the b attle and that U.N. 
guns may have outshot the Reds 
throughout. 
The rest of the snow-spotted b at- 
tiefront was relatively quiet. 
The U. S. Fifth Air Force said 
its planes destroy ed 120 Red trucks 
mcving toward the front last night 
—most of them on roads south of 
Py ongy ang, North Korean Red 
capital. 
The Air Force also said four 
Allied planes went down over 
North Korea in the past week, b ut 
not one in air b attles with Red 
MIG15 jets. Sab re jets shot down 
10 MIGs during the period, prob ­ 
ab ly destroy ed one and damaged 
one.
